Now the berries were decidedly 
unfit to be taken into an ordinary stom ach, 
being sour and rank enough to sicken any­ 
body accustom ed to indulge in a normal 
am ount and variety of food. 
No boy well 
cared for and fed at home would have dream ed 
of eating such stuff, for he would have known 
right well that m other would buy some fresh 
and edible berries aud pile hisp íale with them 
until ho could hold no more. 
These wore a 
different soit of I toy s. 
Probably most of them 
seldom get anything lo eat but salt provis­ 
ions, flanked by boiled cabbage. 
Poik, beef 
and other preserved meals, not of the best 
quality a t that, constitute the diet of these 
boys, inspiring at last an almost uncontrolla­ 
ble appetite for som ething else 
especially 
fruit in the season. 
Now, taking this whole 
city together, are we generous enough to get 
up and carry out a program m e of river ex­ 
cursions fur these neglected little chaps, after 
the fashion of the Times children's excursions 
from New York last sum m er? 
It would cer­

Picket lines were thrown out encircling a ter­ 
ritory of half a mile in diam eter, entrance 
being refused to all not endorsed by operatois 
or police. 
One operator has come' to an 
agreem ent with the miners. The latter say they 
are willing to treat with the other operators, 
but these say they will have uolhiug to do 
with union miners 
on any term s. 
Sixty 
strikers reached Nelsonville in procession 
from Carbondale and C00 are expected from 
Straitvllle to-night. 
A later dispatch says 
John Putnam, G overnor Allen’s Secretary, 
reached Nelsonville this afternoon clothed 
with full authority to act. 
He addressed a 
meeting of miners, counseling obedience to 
the laws, and stating that two military com ­ 
panies were held in readiness to move at a 
mom ent’s 
notice.

county is within the lines, but declines to call 
on the executive until there is actual violence.

The morning hour having expired the Sen­ 
ate took up the report of the conference com ­ 
m ittee on the currency question. 
The report 
was read at length und Morton explained tin 
bill in detail. 
He concluded by saying: This 
bill has been prepared in a spirit of com pro­ 
mise, having in view such an expansion of the 
currency as may b« necessary to meet the do- 
inunds of the country, and at the same tim e 
bring tho currency, by a gradual process, up 
to pur value. 
Mr. SIIERMAN thought the bill a fair com ­ 
promise. 
lío;h houses desired a gradual ap­ 
proach to a specie standard, and this bill 
would secure that end. 
Mr. BOUT WELL said he desired to a.-k the 
Senator from Ohio and the com m ittee what 
knowledge they had of Hie condition of affairs 
which would exist iu 1878, und which would 
justify this step to specie paym ents—a step 
which they did not dare to take now. 
The 
Senate was asked to do a thing three years 
hence which it did Bot dare to do now. 
Who 
knows what the condition of affairs will bo 
then? 
Mr. SlIERMAN said the Senator from Mass­ 
achusetts disclosed liis opinion th a talhe coun­ 
try could not return to specie paym ents in 
1878. 
He (Sherm an) believed the United 
Slates of America had the power and ability 
to redeem its notes iu two y e an from this 
time, and tho fears of these gentlemen, who 
were unwilling lo take an affirmative policy, 
would disappear. 
He would have been glad 
to have the time fixed for 1877, but yielded 
his views on that point in order to secure the 
passage of the bill. 
This bill substantially se­ 
cured the results wbicli had been desired,'and 
he hoped the Senators would not turn their 
backs upon it. 
Mr. JONES of Nov., said it seemed to him 
th at this bill I ristied all over with inflation. 
He did not share with the Senator from Ohio 
(Sherm an) his confidence 
that legislation 
would not bo changed before January, 1878, 
iu such m anner u* to entirely ignore every 
feature of this bill. 
He (Jones) did know th at 
inflation under the bill would lie immediate. 
There had been great talk about resumption 
of specie payment, but it was utterly impossi­ 
ble to resumo specie pay m eat and have it 
perm anent with this g reat volume of green­ 
backs in circulation. 
The bill proposed to 
make greenbacks redeem able in bonds and 
then reissue them. 
He laid it down as a 
proposition which never had been disputed, 
that specie payment can never be m aintained 
without contraction of the volume of currency. 
The bill would have the eil*ct to raise the 
price of greenbacks a few per cent., but it 
would also depreciate bonds to a small extent. 
He denied th at the bill would over bring the 
country to specie paym ents, and all fluctua­ 
tions now complained of would be just as bad 
after 
January, 
1878. 
Gold 
would 
not 
remain in a country where tho price of every­ 
thing would be so high as to drive it out, and 
tho revulsion then would be ten times greater 
than if the country should return to specie pay­ 
ment* to-day. Inflate currency and it furnishes 
money which can neither be hoarded nor ex­ 
ported. 
He thought the bill traveled in a 
circle, and expressed the opinion that the 
only way to restore the country to prosperity 
was to return to a true standard of value. 
Instead of by an arbitrary measure^ raising 
the price of greenbacks, 
it would 
be far 
easier to redice the volume thereof so that it 
would approxim ate the price of gold. 
He be­ 
lieved it easy to return to specie payments 
within two years without any danger to the 
interests of the country. lie protested against 
the passage of this report, and believed th at 
its friends did not know what its efleets 
would be. 
Evil and only evil would spring 
out of its passage. 
He was opposed to any 
propositions which had attem pted to over-ride 
what G od Himself had m ade as money. 
lie 
thought when the country entered upon a 
gold basis it would enter upon an era of pros­ 
perity which would be unbroken for a century. 
Pending discussion on the conference re­ 
port on the currency bill, tho Senate at 6 
o’clock proceeded lo consideration of execu­ 
tive business and soon after adjourned.

G koboe F. F keuuom was tim first witness 
called aud sworn for the prosecution. He tes­ 
tified as follows: Live in .Saugerties; Ii veil 
there in 1873; during that year worked for 
lawyer Whittaker, w ho was putting up a build­ 
ing; on the 2d of May I saw Lawless in his 
drinking saloon; it was somewhere about 5 
o'clock; William Underwood went with me; 
found in Hie saloon Abram Wayne, James 
Kenny, Frank Bishop, Thomas Rourke and 
Michael Lawless; we went to get a glass of 
beer; Hie gentlemen were playing atxards; 
we ii-Led for lim ; Lawless got ap, pulled of! 
his coat and asked me what I had been call­ 
ing names across the road for; I said I had 
not done so; he said I was a liar, aud then 
took hold of me and attempted to strike me; 
we .struggled awhile, wheu ltourke got me by 
the shoulders and pulled me lo the floor; I fi­ 
nally managed to get clear and pried the door 
ojion aud went o u t; I said if you want to tight, 
come out and don’t try to murder me in your 
d — d nim hole; while on the street some one 
said “Lookout;" looked aud saw Lawless com­ 
ing with a revolver; he cocked it aud said he’d 
blow my d — I brains out; I struck at the 
pistol, when it went of! urn! the bullet went in 
my body ; he again cocked the pistol, when I 
kuockcd bim down, jumped over bis body aud 
ran away; he followed me, aud tired two shots 
at me; while I was miming Mr. Taylor aud 
Mrs. Taylor ran and struck me; Lawless again 
fired, and when I ran down Clermont street 
he stopped aud tired at me, taking deliberate 
aim ; soou after I became faint aud dropped 
down, and was takeu up by Underwood, who 
came up to me. 


Cross-Examined —The day before I was at 
work for W hittaker; this was on Thursday; 
on Friday I was in Taylor’s saloon; drank 
some seven or eight time, cidor and iteer, 
nothing else; I had no pistol with me; was 
there all the forenoon; stay ed there until noon; 
Mike Lawless and I were on good term s; I 
never made any threats against him in Tay­ 
lor's saloon; while in Taylor’s saloon I did 
not have a pistol aud threaten to shoot Law­ 
less; from Taylor's saloon I went home; from 
there went back to Taylor's saloon; didn’t 
drink again in that saioou afterdinner; didn't 
say I meant to kill Mike Lawless during the 
afternoon; was not in the habit of going in 
Taylor's saloon; one time before the occur­ 
rence I iiad a pistol out wautlug to sell it to 
some man; the pistol bad neither tubes nor 
springs; after calling for the drinks Hi Mike’s 
saloon, he palled oil his coat sod cane to 
wards me; I had no suspicion of what bo was 
going to do; he asked me what la to—! I bad 
bi en calling uam *, wheres and bitehofi, across 
tire road; I said I bad not done it, when be 
said I was a d—d liar; he then took bold of 
mo to strike me; struck at me and I caught 
Hie blow; then jio clinched mo; did not l^row 
mo down; during that time I was defending 
myself; I was holding him so he couldn't 
strike me; I put him back against tbs wail 
and toto bim toe would pay for it; Thomas 
Rourke then took hold of me and jerked me 
on the bar-room Moor; Liwiess then made a 
kick ut mc, wheu I caught the foot; be then 
caught me by the hair of the head aud tried 
to get bold of my month; I trieel to get hold 
of his fiugers; I raised with him and got him 
behind the bar-room door; then I forced open 
the door; he gave me several kicks bsfore I 
got out; the other parties in there did not 
have anything to say; I was In there some 
teu or fifteen minutes; I went up the street a 
short distance; I stopped there; Underbill 
stayed in the saloon; my back was towards 
Lawless 
until 
some one told 
me 
te 
look 
out, 
aud 
then 
I 
turned; 
when I first saw blin be had the pistol; he 
said he would shoot me, when I struck the 
end of Hie pistol, and then ho pulled it od; 
when he again commenced to cock the pistol 
I knocked him down, jumped over bim and 
ran up the street; Lawlessfolloweijme; wheu 
I ran down the street Mrs. Taylor aud John 
Taylor headed mo off; Mrs. T. struck mo in 
the back with a stone; John Taylor then came 
for me with a cord-wood stick; this knocked 
me against a post, when Thomas Taylor hit 
rue; Lawless then came up and tired at me; 
as I was going ap Clermont street he stopped 
aud deliiierately fired at me again; then some 


woman ran ap to Lawless and told him not to 
shoot; Mrs. Taylor Is bls sister; as I went In 
to Lawless’ saloon I mot Mrs. Taylor coming 
out; I saiu I thought Mrs. Taylor was trying 
to raise a fuss. 
Thomas S. Daw es sworn—I live at .Sauger­ 
ties and practice at surgery aud medicine; I 
know (jedrge F. Frsleigh; I was called to at­ 
tend him professionally; ho cim a to the drug 
store abd said he had been shot; I examined 
the wound, dressed it and told him what he 
bad better do; I found the wound in the left 
side over the sixth rib; there was consider­ 
able swelling and I supposed the ball had 
entered the lung; Hie wound healed very 
quickly, and afterwards I found the ball had 
not entered the lung; it entered just below 
the point of the heart; I have since examined 
it and find the ball is still lower; it went in ut 
the left of the heart very near the heart. 
H enry T ckck sworn—I stood on the stoop 
of my house and beard Freleigh while in frout 
of Lawless’ place dare him out lo fight him; 
he then walked up to a butcher shop near by; 
Freleigh then went (jack in front of Lawless’ 
house, when Lawless came out in his shirt 
sleeves and tired at him; a moment after saw 
Freleigh stand over him; Freleigh then ran, 
whim Lawless Jumped up and followed him 
and tired at him. 
Wm. Underhill sworn—siuw Freleigh first 
below Taylor’s In the street; I asked him 
what was the matter and he said they had 
been running him in Taylor's; we then wont 
toward Law less'saloon; just then Mrs. Taylor 
came out, when Freleigh said, “ There goes 
the d— bitch now—I ought to kick the belly 
off ber.” 
After we went in the saloon Mike 
said, “ What have you been calling names 
for?” Freleigh said, “ I haven’t been calling 
names, and if you say I did you are a bar." 
This witness further testified that Mike put 
Freleigh out of doors, when Freleigh dared 
him out; that Mike told him a number of times 
to go away, which lie refused lo do. 
Finally 
Mike went to a drawer, which he pulled out 
and then went oui the door, when the shooting 
took plaso. 
The witness further said lie saw 
Lawless shoot four times; every time he tired 
he pointed the pistol at Freleigh. 
Freleigh

The attorneys were D. W. Sparling for tSJain- 
tiff, and Jam es M. Van Wagonea for defend­ 
ants. 
This is an action brdiight by a school 
teacher to recover on a contract claimed to 
have been made by one of the Trustees of such 
district.

The attorneys are A.

The plaintiff claims 
that one Sunday evening while he was in the 
saloon of one Fitzgerald iu Higginsville he 
wa3 pushed dowu by the defendant and struck 
in the breast. At the time he was not sober, 
and the defendant claims Kalahan struck the 
first blow; that he (the defendant) merely 
acted in self defence.

At 2 o’clock the case of Michael Lawless 
was taken up and the names of the jurors 
called. 
As each juror took bis seat lie was 
questioned in regard to whether they were ac­ 
quainted with the facts of the case, and 
whether they had read the article in The Free­ 
man concerning tho prisoner, during which 
examination counsel for prisoner was extreme­ 
ly facetious in regard to jurymen reading that 
paper and not believing everything it con­ 
tained, until the prosecuting counsel rather 
upset the gravity of the bar by replying, 
“ Well,sir,The Freeman has said a great many 
complimentary things about you; so I don’t 
wonder some people have lost confidence in 
.its truthfulness!” 
The attorneys in the case are the District 
Attorney, for the people, Charles A. Fowler 
of counsel for the people, A. J. Mellon for the 
prisoner, and F. L. Westbrook of counsel for 
the prisoner. 
Micbael Lawless is indicted for having com­ 
mitted an assault with intent to kill George 
F. Freleigh who lives in Saugerties, on the 2d 
of May, 137$, by tiring at him with a pistol. 
G eo r g e F. F r e l e ig h was the first witness 
called and sworn for the prosecution. He tes­ 
tified as follows: Live in Saugerties: lived 
there in 1873; during that year worked for 
lawyer Whittaker, who was putting up a build­ 
ing; on the 2d of May I saw Lawless in Ids 
drinking saloon; it was somewhere about 5 
o'clock; William Underwood went with me; 
found in the saloon Abram Wayne, James 
Kenny, Frank Bishop, Thomas Rourkc and 
Michael Lawless; we went to get a glass of 
boor; tho gentlemen were playing atxiards; 
we asked for beer; Lawless got up, pulled oil 
his coat and asked me what I had been call­ 
ing names across the road for; I said I bad 
not done so; lie said I was a liar, and then 
took hold of me and attempted to strike me; 
we struggled awhile, when Ilourke got me by 
the shoulders and pulled me to the floor; I fi­ 
nally managed to get clear and pried the door 
open and went ou t; I said if you want to fight, 
come out and don’t try to murder me in your 
d —d rum hole; while on the street some oue 
said “Look out;” looked and saw Lawless com­ 
ing with a revolver; he cocked it and said he’d 
blow my d—-d brains out; I struck at the 
pistol, when it went oil and the bullet went in 
my body; lie again cocked the pistol, when I 
knocked him down, jumped over his body and 
ran away; he followed me, and fired two shots 
at me; while I was ruuning Mr. Taylor and 
Mrs. Taylor ran and struck me; Lawless again 
fired, and when I ran down Clermont street 
he stopped and fired at me, taking deliberate 
aim; soon after I became faint and dropped 
down, and was taken up by UuderwooJ, who 
came up to me. 


Cross-Examined—The day before I was at 
work for W hittaker; this wa3 on Thursday; 
on Friday 1 was in Taylor’s saloon; drank 
some seven or eight time, cider and beer, 
nothing else; I had no pistol with me; was 
there all the forenoon; stayed there until noon; 
Mike Lawless and I were on good terms; I 
never made any threats against him in Tay­ 
lor's saloon; while in Taylor’s saloon I did 
not have a pistol and threaten to shoot Law­ 
less; from Taylor’s saloon I weut home; from 
there went back to Taylor's saloou; didn’t 
drink again in that saloou after dinner; didn’t 
say I meant to kill Mike Lawless during tho 
afternoon; was not in the habit of going in 
Taylor's saloon; one time before the occur­ 
rence I had a pistol out wantlug to sell it to 
some m an; the pistol had neither tubes nor 
springs; after calling for the drinks in Mika’s 
saloon, he pniled oil his coat and. came to­ 
wards me; I had no suspicion of what he was 
going to do; he asked me what in h—11 bad 
been calling uames.whores and bitches, across 
tire road; I said I bad not done it, when he 
said I was a d—d liar; he then took hold of 
ine to strike me; struck at me and 1 caught 
the blow; then ¿c clinched me; did not throw 
me down; during that lime I was defending 
myself; I was holding him so he couldn't 
strike me; I put him back against the wall 
and told him ho would pay for it; Thomas 
Rourkc then took hold of me and jerked me 
on the bar-room floor; Lawless then made a 
kick at me, when I caught the foot; he then 
caught me by the hair of the head aud tried 
to get hold of my month; I tried to get hold 
of his fingers; I raised with him and got him 
behind the bar-room door; then I forced open 
the door; he gave me several kicks before I 
got out; the other parties in there did not 
have anything to say; I was in there some 
ten or fifteen minutes; I weut up the street a 
short distance; I stopped there; Underhill 
stayed in the saloou; my back was towards 
Lawless 
until 
some one told 
me 
to 
look 
out, 
and 
then 
I 
turned; 
when I first saw him he had tho pistol; he 
said lie would shoot me, when I struck the 
end of the pistol, and then ho pulled it oil; 
when lie again commenced to cock the ¡fistol 
I knocked him down, jumped over him aud 
ran up the street; Lawless followe4 me; when 
I ran down the street Mrs. Taylor and John 
Taylor headed mo off; Mrs. T. struck mo in 
the back with a stone; John Taylor then came 
for uie with a cord-wood stick; this knocked 
me against a post, when Thomas Taylor hit 
me; Lawless then came up and fired at me; 
as I was going up Clermont street he stopped 
aud deliberately fired at me again; then some 


women ran up to Lawless aud told blra not to 
shoot; Mrs. Taylor Is his sister; as I went In­ 
to Lawless’ saloon I met Mrs. Taylor coming 
out; I said I thought Mrs. Taylor was trying 
to raise a fuss. 
Thom as S. D awes sworn—1 live at Sauger­ 
ties and practice at surgery and medicine; I 
know (ledrge F. Freleigh; I *as called tp at­ 
tend him professionally; h e c im e to th e drug 
store and said he had been shot; I examined 
the wound, dressed it and told him what he 
had better do; I found the wound in the left 
side over the sixth rib; there was consider­ 
able swelling and I supposed the ball had 
entered the lung; the wound healed very 
quickly, and afterwards I found the ball had 
not entered the lung; it entered just below 
the point of the heart; L have since exauiiued 
it and find the ball is still lower; it went in at 
the left of the heart very near the heart. 
H enry Turck sworn—I stood on the stoop 
of my house and heard Freleigh while in front 
of Lawless’ place dare him out to fight him ; 
lie then walked up to a butcher shop near by; 
Freleigh then went back in front of Lawless’ 
house, when Lawless came out in his shirt 
sleeves and fired at him ; a moment after saw 
Freleigh stand over him ; Freleigh then ran, 
when Lawless jumped up and followed him 
and fired at him. 
Wm. U n d e r h ill sworn—Saw Freleigh first 
below Taylor’s in the street; I asked him 
what was the matter and he said they had 
been ruuniug him in Taylor's; we theu went 
toward Lawless’ saloon; just then Mrs. Taylor 
came out, when Freleigh said, “ There goes 
the d— bitch now—I ought to kick the belly 
offber.” After we went in the saloon Mike 
said, “ What have you been calling names 
for?” 
Freleigh said, “ I haven’t been calling 
names, and if you say I did you are a liar.” 
This witness further testified that Mike put 
Freleigh out of doors, when Freleigh dared 
him out; that Mike told him a number of times 
to go away, which he refused to do. 
Finally 
Mike went to a drawer, which he pulled out 
and then went out the door, when the shooting 
took plaee. 
The witness further said lie saw 
Lawless shoot four times; every time lie tired 
he pointed the pistol at Freleigh. 
Freleigh 
ran across the street iu difiereut directions. 
A number of other witnesses were sworn for 
the prosecution and for the defence, whose 
evidence did not vary but little from that 
heretofore given. 
The Court adjourned at 6 o'clock until Fri­ 
day morning at 9 o'clock.
